Communication Between Washington and the American 
Admiral at Taku Interrupted—Relief Column 
Going to Pekin Said to Be Cut Off. 


LONDON, June 16, 4 p. m.—A special dispatch from Hong Kong says all 
the Pekin legations have been destroyed and that the German minister, Baron Von 


Ketteler, has been killed. 


DETROIT, Mich., June 16.—Baron von 
Ketteler, the German minister to China, 
who is reported to have been killed in the 
Boxer riots in Pekin, was a son-in-law of 
Henry B. Ledyard, president of the Michi- 
gan Central Railroad. 

The baron was married to Miss Ledyard 
in 1891. When the news was conveyed to th 
Ledyard home it was their first intimation 
of what !s said to have occurred. Members 
of the family stated that the baron’s wife 
Was with him tn Pekin and that 

-@ram had been received from them, a week 
@go, saying all was well. 


TIEN TSIN, June 16.—Boxers control 
Tien Tsin and the native city officials have 
been burned at the stake. A great panic 
prevails among the Chinese. 


SHANGHAI, June 16.—Last night’s ad- 
vices from Tien Tsin report that large in- 
cendiary fires occurred in the eastern part 
of the city, where three English and Ameri- 
can churches were burned, besides the resi- 
dences of many foreigners. Telegraphic com- 
munication is interrupted, the poles having 
been burned, and there is no hope of im- 
mediate repairs being made. 

The train conveying the relieving party 
with food and ammunition was obliged to 
return, being unable to reach Lang-Fang., 
where detachments of foreign troops, dis- 
patched on Sunday last, are now endeavor- 
ing to repair the line.

HONG KONG, June 16.—The British first- 
class cruiser Terrible, with troops, sailed 
for Tien Tsin this morning.

LONDON, June 16.—Admiral 
With 2300 marines, is not more than three- 
fifthe of the distance between Tien ‘Tsin 
and Pekin, and the Boxers are destroying 
the railway in frent of his force and burn- 
ing bridges behind it. The excitement, at 
Shanghai and Tien Tsin, is increasing, and 
it is rumored that the re.ief column is it- 
self in need of rescue. Admiral Sey 
mour is a cool, intrenid officer of excellent 
judgment, and he can be depended upom to 
conduct the force to Pekin if supplies hold 
out. The foreien admirals may have muis- 
calculated the strength of the Boxers, and 
it may be necessary ‘to send a Russian mili- 
tary force to support the marines. The 
RMussian force of 1700 men is already on 
share with guns and horses, and this can 
be increased by 4000 men from Port Ar- 
thur. BPnglishmen, who have a confirmed 
fabit of srceing a deep tintricue in every- 
thing Russian, are convinced § that the 
bridges are burned and the marines tsvo- 
lated, in order to provide the garrison at 
Port Arthur with a pretext for sending an 
army to Pekin. In this Chinese affair it is 
difficult enough to find out what is on the 
carpet without trying to look unéer it, 

Dispatches received here before midnigh: 
were mainly from the coast towns and there 
was little trustworthy intelligence from 
the capital. Christian refugees had 
swarmed into Pekin from the mission sta- 
tions and the embassies and Protestant 
churches and buildings were barricaded. 
The China iniand mission at Yun Nan Fu 
had been attacked and the insurrectionary 
movement was spreading from province to 
province. There had been a quarrel be- 
tween French and British marines over an 
engine, but a reconciliation had been ef- 
fected by the Amreican consul at Tien Tsin, 
There were rumors of hard fighting, but 
these were not confirmed with authority. 

The British policy is not understood, but 
there is a general impression among mem- 
bers of Parliament that a Furopean con- 
cert will lead to Russian occupation and 
that Lord Salisbury will offer objec- 
tions. Russia, by making a settlement of 
some kind with Japan or Corea or else- 
where, will have a free hand and not be 
interfered with. 


What with the reports coming through 
Tien Tsin that the Boxers have massacre | 
@ number of native converts and servants 
of foreigners east of the city of Pekin, be- 
sides burning the Catholic Cathedral at I e- 
kin, the situation in the far Past appears 
perceptibly graver. To add to the difi- 
culties comes the news this morying that 
telegraphic communication between Shang- 
hal and Tien Tsin is totally interrupted. 
Consequently the prevailing uncertainty as 
to the facts and possibilities of the position 
will be accentuated. 

It 7 generally recognized now that the 
position of the foreigners at Pekin is peril- 
ous, as there is but a short step from the 
massacre of the servante of foreigners to 
the views § of the foreigners themselves. 

LONDON, June 16.—This is the situation 
in China as it appears to the Shanghai cor- 
respondent of the Daily Express, cabling 
last evening:

On Monday the ministers sent a demand 
to the Tsung Li Yamen that the gates be 
opened, declaring that otherwise the for- 
eign troops would enter forcibly. To this 
no reply wae given. A second message went 
unanswered, or had not been answered 
when the latest news left Pekin. 

Sir Claude MacDonald's latest message 
Says that the legations are capable of sus- 
taining an effective defense unless attacked 
in force. 

“Ruseia, this correspondent asserts, ‘‘not- 
withstanding assurances to the contrary, 
sides with China. Some foreign troops are 
already reported to be itn the é@nvirons of 
Pekin, and the attitude of the Chinese 
troops is ipcreasingly menacing. 

“The etreets of Pekin,’’ continues the cor- 

respondent of the Dally Express, ‘‘are re- 
ported to be seething with anti-foreign 
mobs, clamoring for the destruction of the 
legwations and the death of the foreign mis- 
sions. Even were the Tsung LA Yamen dis- 
posed to reatrain @e violence of the reac- 
tionarles, it is considered highly improb- 
able that they will be able to hold them 
in check. For the foreign ministers 
crisis will arise when the rellef column 
comes in sight of Pekin. 
“It is stil) felt here that the force ie 
wholly inadequate to battle with the Chinese | 
troops massed outside the gates, which now 
include the imperial troops from Shan-Hai- 
Kwan.” 


HO WORD FROM KEMPE 


Fast Vessel Will Be Sent to Find Him 
—President Considering Send- 
ing Troops. 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—Unless tele- 
graphic communication with Admiral 
Kempff is restored spéedily a fast vessel 
will be ordered to proceed from Manila to 
Taku for news. Secretaries Hay and Root 
are now in conference with the President 
regarding the sending of troops to China. 

Nothing has been heard here from any 
official sources to confirm the alarming 
report of the destruction of the embassies 
and legations in Pekin, and in view of the 
fact that the government itself is not able 
to open communication with the scene of 
the troubles, the officials are inclined to 
doubt whether private enterprise could do 


more. In other words, they do not be- 
lieve the report. 

Minister Wu of the Chinese legation here 
called at the state department this fore- 
noon, but he declared that he was with- 
out any advices from his own government, 
and said that his visit to Secretary Hay 
had reference to a personal matter. 

Not a word of news came to the state de- 
partment over night from Minister Conger, 
who has now been cut off from cammunica- 
tion since last Tuesday. Even the United 
States consuls in North China ports were 
silent. Admiral Kempff has not been heard 
from since yesterday. This absenre of offi- 
cial reports has given rise to grave appre- 
hension here. It was expected that there 
might be delay in hearing from Mr. Conger, 
but in the case of Admiral Kempff an 
early report was looked for and it is feared 
that the officers of the foreign fleet at 
Taku have been prevented from reaching 
the cable station there, either by the open 
hostility of the Boxers or by the sinister 
orders of the Chinese government. 

Yesterday Admiral Kempff was 
ppon by direction of the President for an 
explicit statement of the situation and his 
needs. It was for him to say whether he 
required reinforcements and troops. If he 
is cut off from reply then the government 
must act without waiting much longer. Of 
course, In that case it would have to pro- 
ceed upon the theory that additional force, 
both ships and troops, perhaps, is needed. 

The element which advocates the use of 
troops at once is finding strong support in 
the apparent inability of the relief column 
to reach Pekin. They argue that sailors 
and marines are well enough In operations 
along the seacoast, but that they are help- 
less in a hostile country away from thelr 
base. There is nothing corresponding to 
the transportation branch of the quarter- 
master’s department in the naval service. 
lt appears from the reports that with the 
railroad destroyed and without wheel or 
animal transportation, the relief column is 
in a bad way. The country will not afford 
either animals or vehicles, and everything 
must be carried on the backs of the sallors 
or drawn by coolles. The regular troops, 
with their quartermaster’s department, 
would be perfectly at home in such sur- 
roundings, and it is probable that this 
consideration will enter with others into 
the probable resolution of the administra- 
tion to send troops to China

BURKHARDT, TOO, 


Coroner So Announced, in 
Telling of His Death. 


ONE WITNESS TO BE RECALLED.

CONFLICTING TESTIMONY RELA- 
TIVE TO DEPUTY M’KNIGHT. 


One Man Swore They Went Out To- 
gether After Shooting Was Over 
— Policeman Said Webster 
Declared McKnight Shot 
Thomas. 


In resuming the inquest in the killing of 
Edward Thomas and George Rine, striking 
Street car men, by deputy sheriffs last Sun- 
day, Coroner Lloyd announced at 9 o’clock 
Saturday morning that Edward Burkhardt, 
one of the strikers who was wounded at 
the same time, died in St. Luke’s Hospital 
at 3 o’clock Saturday morning. The coroner 
Stated that this inquest would also take 
the death of Burkhardt under considera- 
tion, and that Witness Ham, who had tes- 
tifled that he saw Burkhardt shot, would 
be recalled. 

Louis Meyer, 2678 Chippewa street, strik- 
er, testified that he wes near Burkhardt 
when the latter was shot and that the 
man who shot him was about 30 years old 
and wore a blue shirt, light trousers and a 
belt.

“I asked Webster if he 
knew the name of ahe man who shot 
Thomas. He replied: 

“*You bet I do; Thamas would 
me if the deputy hadn’t shot him. 

‘I then asked Adjutant Webster the name 
of the deputy and he told me it was Gard- 
ner McKnight. I so made report to Capt. 
Kiely. Adjutant Webster also furnished me 
with the names of several other deputies 
who saw the shooting. This statement was 
pare to me about 7:30 o’clack Sunday even- 
ng. 

“T told Col. Cavender that I wanted to 
take Deputy McKnight to police headquar- 
ters and detain him while the matter was 
being investigated. Col. Cavender said that 
I could not have him, ‘I won't let you 
have him,’ Cavender said, and walked 
away.”

Another attractive rose is a hybrid de- 
veloped from the Japan rugosa, a popular 
hedgerose, and the Alfred Colomb, one of 
the darkest of the hardy red roses. The 
new blossom, which is unnamed as yet, is 
a beautiful loose-petaled double flower of 
a medium shade of red. 

Another new blossom is a hybridization of 
Wichuriasca and the Rugosa, a beautiful 
and delightfully fragrant red rose. The Wi- 
churiana was introduced five or six years 
ago, and it fs only recently that either 
that or the Rugosa has been used for hy- 
bridization. 

Another one which attractcd attention is 
the offspring of the Wichuriana and the 
Agrippina, which produces a beautiful lit- 
tle pink rose with small, close petals and 
attractive ,ittle red buds. The plant has 
been pruned until it was a small, compact 
bush closely covered with buds and blos- 
soms. Another hlossom is a bybridization 
of the Wicn'1riana and the Belle Siebrecht, 
a white, loose-petaled rose with a fragrance 
like the tearose. 

An interesting collection was one of Mal- 
maison carnations, These carnations might 
easily be mistaken for good-sized roses with 
soft crumpled petals. They are the car- 
nations which are grown so largely by the 
Dike of Marlborough at Blemheim, One 
of the ecarnatiuns, a yellow blossom, is 
named Consuelo, and the plant on which it 
grew is the gift of the Duchess of Marl- 
borough, formerly Consuelo Vanderndilt.

TRAFFIC REORGANIZATION. 


Central Freight Association Is Giving 
Poor Service and Rates Are Being 
Cut to Big Shippers. 


NEW YORK, June 16.—A proposition Is 
being considered by officers of roads op- 
erating east of Chicago toa reorganize the 
Central Freight Association, which inculdes 
all the roads east of Chicago and St. Louis 
and west of Pittsburg and Buffalo and 
north of the Ohio river. The association tis 
one of the oldest of the traffic organiza- 
tions. Its chairman has almost absolute 
authority in all matters of rates and traffic 
arrangements and has power to inspect the 
books of any line in the combination to as- 
certain what rates it is making to shippers. 

It is stated that officers of the individual 
companies believe that the organization is 
costing them too much money and that the 
results of the outlay do not equal the ex- 
pense. Cut rates are quoted daily, it is said, 
to the large shippers and other concessions 
are being canstantly granted by certain 
members of the association In spite of the 
wide authority of the officers of the asso- 
ciation who seem to be powerless to stop 
these practices.
